The following is a summary of history and findings for this case.

History: This hawk was found in distress on the ground at |j || IIGIGzGGE :-::
Northport, Town of Huntington, {Suffolk County) on 30 March 2002 by [N

I B - bird was submitted to Volunteers for Wildlife for

care. The bird reportedly died the same day it was submitted.

Findings: This adult male red-tailed hawk was in good flesh and weighed 925g.
Grosgly visible fat deposits were noted. Hemorrhage (presumably subcutaneous)
was present over the caudoventral abdomen. One birdshot pellet was discovered
in tissue behind the right ear. This pellet was not associated with any fresh
injury and was judged irrelevant to the cause of death. Internally, fluid was
found in the pericardial sac (hydropericardium) and the heart and liver were
pale. The stomach contained a trace of unidentified hair.

Virology: (Test for West Nile Virus was done by the ARBO Virus Laboratory of the
New York State Department of Health). The test was negative for West Nile Virus.

Toxigology (See attached laboratory report(s) from the Illinois Department of
Agriculture, Bureau of Animal Disease Laboratory, Centralia, Illinois): The
anticoagulant rodenticide Brodifacoum was detected at 0.57 ppm (wet basis} in the
liver.

Diagnesig: Anticoagulant poisoning with Brodifacoum.
